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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicants cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

2. The use of the trademark Bluetooth has been noted in this application. It should be 
capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the proprietary 
nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent their use in any 
manner, which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 5 recites the limitation "the second clock value and the second address" in lines 
1-2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

6. Claims 1-3, and 8-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Yamamoto (U.S. Patent No. 6477183 Bl). 

- With respect to claim 1, Yamamoto teaches network communication device (e.g. Fig. 
2), comprising: 

a first interface (21 in Fig. 2) for exchanging information with a network device (24 in 

Fig. 2); 

a second interface connected to the first interface for establishing a connection with the 
network device (22 in Fig. 2); and 

middleware logic for coordinating information exchange between the first interface and 
the second interface (23 in fig. 2), wherein the second interface comprises a clock (22a in Fig. 2). 
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- With respect to claims 2 & 8, Yamamoto teaches wherein the first interface transmits a 
first message to the network device, the first message including an inquiry access code (e.g. 
MG1 in Fig. 2). 

- With respect to claims 3 & 9, Yamamoto teaches wherein the inquiry access code 
comprises an access code of the network device (e.g. the code for synchronization in col. 1, lines 
47-50). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 4, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yamamoto (U.S. Patent No. 6477183 Bl) in view of Haartsen (U.S. Patent No. 6590928 Bl). 

- With respect to claims 4 & 10, Yamamoto teaches wherein the first interface receives a 
second message from the network device (e.g. MG 4 in Fig. 2), but fails to teach the second 
message including a first clock value and a first address corresponding to the network device. 
Haartsen teaches the message including the first clock value and address (e.g. the master clock 
and address that receives at a slave col. 21, lines 50-55), therefore, it would have been obvious to 
a person of ordinary skill in the art the time of the invention was made to implement the message 
including address and clock for synchronization between devices. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 5-7, 1 1-15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

10. Claims 16-31 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

- Ziegler (U.S. Patent No. 6718395 Bl) discloses apparatus and method using an inquiry 
response for synchronizing to a communication network.
